A report covering the activities of 
the Red Deer Branch of the G.W.V.A. 
for the period that has elapsed since 
our last annual meeting, held on Janu- 
ary 19th, 1919, at which I was appoint- 
ed secretary-treasurer, is hereby res-

. MEMBERSHIP 


Perhaps the most, outstanding feat- 
ure about this year’s activities has 


* been the remarkable growth of our 


Local. At our last annual meeting 
we had 99 paid up members; now we 
have a paid up membership of 362, as 
at January 1st, 1920, and as men are 
still applying for membership dlmost 
every day, a large increase is expect- 
ed this year. : 
REVENUE. 

The whole revenue (with the excep. 
tion of the provincial grant, which 
amounted to $2731.25, and which was 
set aside in a savings account for 
reHef only) has béen derived from 
dances and entertainments. While the 
bank balance every month in the cur- 
rent account has been small, it has 
sufficed to maintaia all expenses, in- 
cluding light, heat, salaries, billiard 


room, reading room, and all-other ex-* 


penditures incurred by this Local. The 
canteen run in connection with our 
club has shown a profit during the 
last three months of $146.11, but as 
all.articles were practically selling at 
cost price, the president and myself 
have readjusted the selling price, and 
a reasonable profit is assured during 
the coming year. A complete audited 
statement is appended hereto, setting 
forth all receipts and disbursements, 
together with the assets and liabili- 
ties. Total receipts for 1919, $10322.- 
44; disbursements, $7937.92. Balance 
$2542.89. © . 
PROVINCIAL GRANT 
It is only fair to state that this 
Local is under a deep debt of grati- 
tude to the Provincial government for 
their generous donation, received 
through the Provincial Command, 
amounting to $2731.25, which was so 
generously approved by the Alberta 
Returned Soldiers’ Commission. 
RELIEF. : 
While the question of relief in this 
city does not neariy reach‘those - of 
larger cities, still we have investigat- 
ed all cases brought to our attention, 
and have given relief immediately. 
The amount spent in relief is about 
$800.00. : 


OFFICE EXPENSES AND 
CORRESPONDENCKH. 
The expense of running the office 
of this Branch has increased accord- 
ing to membership, and naturally has 
incurred over three.times the amount 
of work as at our last annual meet ng. 
But I may say that all correspondence 
has in every case been dealt with 
promptly, and the fact that not one 
complaint kas Leen received from the 
Dominion or Provincial Command, any 
Local or individual, shows that the 
work of correspondence has been car- 
ried out efficiently. 1126 letters have 
been received in this office during tho 
past year, 852 of which ‘have’ been 
answered, the remainder being circul- 
ars. 947 letters have been sent out 
from this office, exclusive of notices 
of meetings, of which every member, 
no matter in what part of the world he 
resides, has been duly notified. 


PROVINCIAL COMMAND. 


Great appreciation should be ex- 
pressel of the courtesy and prompt- 
ness in which all correspondence has 
been handled by the Provincial Secre- 
tary, even in spite of the enormous 
increase in work placed on his shouil- 
ders.

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~ INFLUENZA AGAIN 


Influenza is’ with .us again in a 
modified form. It appears in the form 
of a severe cold or lagrippe and is 
spreading throughout the province. 
There are cases east and west of Pen- 
hold and the doctors are busy. Mrs. 
Thos. Martin, residing west ,of Pen- 
hold, died on Sunday last from heart 
trouble following what is thought to 
have been a severe cold or influenza. 
There are many cases of severe colds 
in Red Deer and.in the district, 
which may be a mild form of influ- 
enza, and ‘the Provincial Board’ of 
Health issued the following warning 
following a meeting on Sunday last: 

Some twenty-five cases tentatively 
diagnosed by local physicians as in- 
fluenza, have yesterday and _ today 
been reported to the department of 
health, most of them being in four or 
five families residing about twenty 
tiles south-east of Lacombe. 

In view of the possibility of this 
disease becoming epidemic in the 
province, the provincial 
health has from time to time since 
early in November last circularized 
the various local health officials 
throughout the province on this ques- 
tion. 

According to advice from time to 
time received by this department, 
either directly from Chicago, New 
York and ether American cities, or 
indirectly through the dominion 
health authorities at Ottawa, the 
disease would appear to be of a mild 
type, from which, if the individual at- 
tacked exercises reasonable care, the 
results are not serious. Pneumonia 
and other complications are usually 
the result of lack of care and 
thoughtlessness. 

There is no reason for alarm or 


panic. The plain_fact is that {f each 
individual will ‘accept his responsi- 


bility and exercise reasonable care, 
we will get better results, if the dis- 
ease becomes epidemic, than by rely- 
ing too much upon the aid that may 
be received, or that can possibly he 
reccived from, or rendered by, the 
ordinary public™health agencies. 
‘{here is merit in the standing ad- 
vice of the medical officer of health, 


for a leading eastern city, to its 
citizens, namely: “When you are 
take a 


threatened with the disease, 
hot bath, use laxatives, go to bed and 
stay there until otherwise advised by 
your physician.” i 


IN CALGARY 
The Herald last evening stated that 
the total number of influenza cases in 
Calgary reported up to 2 p.m. Mon- 
day was 45, and.one death had. al- 
ready occurred. | os 
COMING FOR SURE. 
Dr. Mahood told the commissioners 
that there was no question whatever 
but that Calgary and the whol2 of 
Alberta was in for a recurrence of 
the epidemic, and made his warninss 
most emphatic that nothing should 
be neglected to combat the disease. 


In Red Deer the Board of Health 
and Commissioners are taking every 
precaution to be prepared for the 
disease, and an isolation hospital 
has ben secured, if necessary, to help 
combat the epidemic.

THE ORGANIZED CHURCH; 
ITS VALUE TO SOCIETY. 


By Principal Gandier. 

Few men know the world today bet- 
ter than John R. Mott, or have more 
clearly discerned the forces that are 
vitalizing the world movements. of 
sour time—and this is his testimony: 

“The organized church has dono 
more to purify, enrich and strength- 
en mankind than have all other 
movements.” It is still the most 
pewerful and leneficent agency for 
‘promoting the cause of morality and 
religion. It has ever been, .and yet is, 
not only an ameliorating force that 
makes life tolerable, but an inspiring 
force that makes life progressive. 
Take the Christian Church out ‘cf 
society, and’ it collapses. The 
Church furnishes the springs of life 
and power for all other beneficent in- 
stitutions .and movements. It is the 
root, they are the ‘branches.” 

A moment's consideration reveals 
the truth of this testimony. What 
would become ofthe Bible Society 
or the Y.M.C.A. or the Y.W.C.A., or 
the Lord’s Day Alliance, or the 
Alliance for the Suppression of the 
Liquor Traffic, or the multiplied in- 
stitutions of mercy in Christian 
lands, if it were not for the organized 
Church, to whose congregations they 
regularly appeal for workers and 
financial .support, and which have 
kindled and sustainel those _ senti- 
ments which make these appeals 
effective. Even those who have no 
personal faith themseives are begin- 
ning to recognize that the organized 
Church in some form Is essential :o 
the very existence of our Christian 
civilization. 

Yet, never once have the Protes- 
tant churches been provided with 
funds adequate to put their work on 
a basis of efficiency. The community 
has neglected and starved the one 
institution that is most essential to 
its well-being. The financial drive of 
the Interchurch Movement, the second 
week of February, 1920, with its 
$12,000,000 objective, will be the 
first attempt ever made in Canada to 
provide the church with funds for 
equipment and extension at all com- 
mensurate .with the task. It is a 


belated effort, but now at last the 
Christian people of Canada are 
aroused, and will rise up and say, 


“It shall be done!”

DISTRICT COURT 


The following cases were up for 
hearing before Judge Mahaffy at the 
District Court Thursday:— 

Allen v Cyrkus. Action by plain- 
tiff, a bank teller at the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce branch, Nordegg, 
to recover $80 alleged to@have been 
over-paid by him to defendant, a miner, - 
in cashing certain cheques of the 
Brazeau Colleries in defendant's favor. , 
The sum had to be paid by plaintiff. 
Defendant refused to return the money, 
denying that he received any more 
than the amount of the cheques. De- 
fendant could not speak English, 
though he had an interpreter, and was 
unrepresented by counsel. Judgment 
for plaintiff with costs. Mr. McClure 
for plaintiff. 

Bower v Pomerleau. Action by Don 
Bower against Fred Pomerleau to re- 
cover $150, damage caused by burning 
of hay and hay land on north half of 
11-39-27, W. 4th, on April 19, 1918, al- 
leged to have been caused by a prairie 
fire from defendant's farm, which was 
set out without the precautions pro- 
vided by the Prairie Fires’ Ordinance. 
Defendant denied that he had set out 
the fire or caused the damage, denied 
that he was responsible for the people 
who set out the fire, if it was set out 
and did cause damage: contended that 
plaintiff could have stopped it if it 
reached his land; and lastly, that, if 
the fire was set out and the hay lost, 
it was set out by defendant himself. 
Thé case was adjourned, owing to ill- 
ness of defendant's counsel. Payne & 
Graham for plaintiff; Dubuc & Pelton, 
ISdmonton, for defendant. 

Pion v Hansen. The Sheriff had 
seized stock and goods on Gust D. 
Hansen's farm, Sylvan Lake, under a 
judgment recovered by Fred Pion 
against Hansen, and Ellen Hansen 
claimed the stuff seized. Interpleader 
issue to settle ownership. Payne & 
Graham for Pion. To be heard on Fri- 
day. 

Petrie Manufacturing Co. v Nixon. 
Action against C. Nixon, Bashaw, to 
recover $75 and interest on lien agree- 
ments given for separator on which 
$27 had been paid, the balance being 
$66. Defendant declares he bought 2 
separator from the Company in 1910 
for $130 cash which was defective and 
never worked properly. On the Com- 
pany's instructions he sent back cer- 
tain parts, and the Company sent new 
parts, but defendant refused to assem- 
ble them, asking that an expert be 
sent. Finally an agent of the plaintiff 
came and took away the old machine 
and the parts, and gave him a new 
machine for the wholesale price $75, 
on which he paid $27. Nixon claimed 
$65, half the price of the old machine. 
Plaintiff produced documentary evi- 
dence. At the close of defendant’s 
testimony, Mr. McClure, acting for 
plaintiff, asked an adjournment in or- 
der to produce the agent who made 
the.second sale, which request ‘was 
granted. Mr. Payne for defendant.

absorbed by the Royal Canadian

North West Mounted Police being 
changed with the coming into effect 
of the act at midnight. 

Headquarters of the new organiza- 
tion will be in Ottawa and Commis- 
sioner Perry is already there. Colonel 
Stearns, assistant commissioner, will 
be second in command at Ottawa 
headquarters. 


TITLE ONLY ALTERED. 


It was emphasized by Commission- 
er Perry today, that so far as_ the 
Mounted Police organization is con- 
cerned, the onfy change is that the 
title is altered by the substitution of 
“Canadian” for “North West” and the 
headquarters are moved from Regina 
to Ottawa. With the dominion police 
the difference is that the force ceases 
to exist on January 31st. The Ottawa 
division of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police will retain the blue 
uniforms, which have become so fam- 
iliar to residents of the capital and 
visitors, but’ there may be some

LUMBER PRICES ARE 
LIKELY TO ADVANCE 


| Canada Must Pay American Figure, 
Plus 


Exchange, Says Thorn. 


Winnipeg, January 29.—Lumber 
Prices are likely to advance, and not 
; come down for some time, according 
orning b 
Walter Thorn, Moose Jaw, presiient 
of the Western Retail Lumbermen’s 
Association, which opened its 29th 
annual convention here today. The 
price paid for lumber in Canada, he 
said, will be the American market 
price, plus exchange, and if freight 
rates are increased Canadian buyers 
may have to pay a higher. price for 
Canadian lumber than Americans. 

Mr. Thorn also expressed the opin- 
fon that British Columbia mills will 
not begin to supply the American de- 
mand, and the burden of supplying the 
Canadian market will fall more on the 
eastern mills. Three hundred dele- 
gates from all parts of the west are 
in attendance at the convention, 

ADVANCE IN OTTAWA. 

Ottawa January 29.—A general ad- 
vaace ranging all the way from $5 to 
$12 or more per thousand feet has 
taken place in Ottawa lumber mar- 


kets during the past few days, and 
the prospects are that prices’ will 
still go higher before’ the spring 


months. 

Early this week a new high price 
record for the Ottawa lumber market 
was set, when the manufacturers ask- 
ed $125 per thousand feet for pine, 
good siding, inch,inch and one-quar- 
ter and up. Two-inch also advanced 
$5 per thousand. 

The latest advance affects nearly 
all the pine grades from mill culls up 
to good lumber. The spruce grades 
for the past few weeks have been 
quiet, but with the present shortage 
of stock offering on the Ottawa mar- 
kets, dealers do not believe there is 
any hope for the price coming down.

CRIMINAL SITTINGS 


(Before Mr. Justice Simmons) 


Rex v Thompson. The accused, A. 
BE. Thompson, was charged with false 


{pretences in passing cheques on the 


Dominion Bank, Edmonton, on Thos. 
Dage, liveryman, Lacombe, when he 
had no account there. It would appear 
that Thompson made some attempt to 
cover the cheques. As he had been in 
Jail for two months, the Judge thought 
that would be sufficient punishment, 
and he imposed a_ sentence of two 
months to date’from the time of com- 
mittal, which allowed of Thompson's 
release. Mr. Quigg for the Crown; 
Mr. Scott for accused. 

Rex v Shaw. This was a similar 
case of false pretences, in which the 
accused cashed in Lacombe.a cheque 
for $10 drawn on an Edmonton branch, 
which reported “N.S.F.", The accused 
had been released on his own bail of 
$1,000, and had skipped out. An order 
was issued for the estreatment of the 
bail, and a warrant issued for Shaw's 
arrest. The Judge commented on the 
too common practice among masgis- 
trates of accepting worthless or _ in- 
sufficient bail. Mr. Quigg for the 
Crown. 

Rex’ v Stockard. The accused had 
been committed for trial from Bashaw 
on a charge of false pretences. One 
partner in a threshing outfit had sold 
out to the other, and there was trouble 
over collection of their respective 
shares and as to representations made 
concerning the settlement. Mr. Quigg 
recommended that the case be not pro- 
ceeded with as, in his opinion, it was 
a purely civil matter. The case was 
accordingly dropped. 

Rex v Sears. This was a criminal 
charge from Innisfail in connection 
with an alleged female idiot, in which 
the young woman blamed the accused. 
The Crown would not prefer a charge 
owing to the absence of the corrobora- 
live evidence requiréd by the statute 
in such cases. Mr. A. H. Russell, K. 
C., for the accused, was ready with 
witnesses for defence, and wanted the 
cnse set down and a record of stay of 
proceedings entered, if the Crown was

SEED GRDERS 
AND SUPPLIES 


The new seed catalogues are com- 
ing in with their lists of novelties and 
staple varieties attractively advertis- 
ed, and one gets much enjoyment in 


turning over the pages of one of these 
catalogues and mentally picturing the 
fine crops one will have next summer. 
Often, however, the catalogue is laid 
aside without the order being sent, 
and nothing further is done _ until 
spring, when it may be too late to get 
what is desired. The quantity avail- 
able of the best strains of vegetables 
and flowers is usually small, hence it 
is very important to order early be- 
fore the stock is exhausted. 

There is a great difference between 
the best and the poorest strains. The 
stock of the best has been rigidly sel- 
ected so that a large proportion will 
come true to type, whereas. stock 
which has not been kept up by selec- 
tion may have a bad mixture of types. 
and the resulting crop will be very un- 
satisfactory. This is of so mu im- 
portance that, while a crop like the 
cauliflower, for instance, where a 
strain that will give a large proportion 
of good heads means much profit and 
a poor strain may mean very little, 
it pays the market gardener when he 
gets a good strain to hold over what 
seed he does not use until another 
year, as he will thus be sure of hav- 
ing a good strain next year. This 
method would not , however, serve 
with the onion, which loses its ger- 
minating power very rapic:y, hence 
should be purchased ever year. There 
is a wonderful difference in onions. 
Sometimes from the seed of one stock 
a large proportion will,be thicknecks 
while from another most of the plants 
make good bulbs. If one had had suc- 
cess from a certain source one year, 
the safest’plan will be to order from 
the same source another year. 

Sometimes novelties have not appar- 
ently been compared: very carefully 
with theebest of the older varieties 
before being offered for sale, as they 
do not prove superior, if as good. 
While it is interesting to test vari- 
eties, it is well not to spend much 
money on thein until they have been 
tested at the Experimental Station. 

Another advantage of ordering 
early is that one can-test the germin- 
ating power of a seed before spring 
so that there will be time to order 
again if the germination is poor. Often 
seed is ordered so late that when it 
is sown and the plants do not come up 
there is not time to order again and 
one loses the crop. When there is a 
shortage of many kinds of supplies, 
as there is at present, it is very desir- 
able to order early the material need- 
ed for next season's operations.

Growers, a representative of The 
Calgary Herald was informed Tues- 
day morning that it was not the inten- 
tion of the company to adopt the sug- 
gostion of opening up a string of stor- 
es from coast to coast. but if the in- 
formation that was now being gather- 
ed warranted any decided action, they 
would start in a comparatively small 
way. Of course, at the present time 
the company handles such commodi- 
ties as farm implements, flour, feed 
and coal on a wholesale basis, and the 
suggestion was that they should Uo 
the same with groceries, hardware 
and dry goods. , 


CENTRALIZE BUYING POWERS 


Mr. Rice Jones pointed out that at 
the present time there were = about 
fifteen co-operative stores in the 
province handling “shelf” goods, and 
about thirty or thirty-five more co- 
operative associations which were 
very active in business, and these or- 
ganizations were very desirous that 
they should centralize their buying 
powers. 

To carry out the suggestion, a 
committee had been appointed who 
had reported to the board of direc- 
tors, and it was arranged that Mr. 
Rice Jones should work with the 
committee in gathering information 
and statistics in connection with the 
business, in order that the whole 
question might be judged on its own 
merits. It has been specially urged 
by the committee that the U. G. G. 


will carry a value of about $13,000,- 
000, or nearly double the export of

“IT pointed out, however, that the 
thing would have to be started in a 
small way,” remarked Mr. Rice Jcues, 
“and that the U.G.G. would not in 
any case launch out on a big scale to 
commence with.” Mr. Jones stated 
that there was much to be consider- 
ed when the big co-operatfve stores 
in Great Britain were pointed to as 
an object lesson, inasmuch as_ the 
conditions there, and the tempera- 
ment of the people, were different. 
“Of course, I am absolutely satisfied 
that we will come to it sooner or 
later,” he remarked, “but whether the 
time is ripe yet I am not prepared to 
express an opinion until I have fur- 
ther information.” 


$6,000,000 TURNOVER. 
“But the co-operative stores al- 


ready connected with the U.G.G. have 
they 


proved very successful, have 
not?” remarked the reporter. 

“Yes, decidedly so,” said Mr. Jones. 
The turnover last year in farm imple- 
ments, flour, feed, coal, binder twine, 
lumber and apples amounted to 
$6,000,000. 

“How would the proposed develop- 
ment affect the country merchants?” 
he was asked. 

“The probabilities would be that 
the U.G.G. would buy out some of 
the stores which were established. 
The trouble was,” Mr. Rice Jones said, 
“that in many of the small country 
towns there were more stores than 
the trade would stand, with the re- 
‘sult that the merchants had to get a 
larger margin of profit. If there 
were, for instance, only half the 
store-keepers, they would be able to 
work on a smaller profit, owing to 
their larger turnover.”

The Editor, The News, Red Deer. 

Dear Sir,— 

Will you be so kind as to give me 
space in your paper to publish, for 
the benefit of Horn Hill people, how a 
tertain matter looks to me, the party 
most concerned, or rather the party 
who should be most concerned. 

Remarks concerning me in this mat- 
ter I have borne in silence until the 
proceedings of the Horn Hill annual 
school meeting were related to me.

INGRATITUDE.

An old saying has it that republics 
are ungrateful. This truth was nev- 
er exemplified better than in the case 
of Clemenceau. The Tiger took 
charge of affairs in France at a criti- 
cal moment, and his faith and his en- 
ergy led his country through to vic- 
tory. His countrymen in the crisis in 
which they found themselves, did not 
quarrel with him; they showed little 
but admiration for him. He deserved 
well of the republic, and all acknow- 
ledged it. But the war past, Clemen- 
ceau aspires to the final dignity of 
president, an honor which he richly 
deserves by his services and his emi- 
nence. But he is defeated in caucus 
and withdraws. 

But Clemenceau’s place in history 
is sure, whether he be president or 
not. He hoped to do further service 
to France as president. This’ is 
denied him, but others will do that 
service, and if he inclines to com- 
plain, let nim look around at the 
chief figures who sat with him about 
the council table at Versailles where 
the peace treaty was worked out. The 
Italian who was his first associate 
there had to withdraw. Lloyd 
George’s days of unlimited popularity 
are over, and the question asked in 
England is today how soon his fall 
will be; his great energy being no 
longer so necessary, his defects as a 
compromiser and a man of no convic- 
tion are being harped upon. And in 
this country, Mr. Wilson, who was 

«supported unquestioningly during war, 
has come to lack even the support of 
all the members of his own party. 

And we are not free from this in- 
gatitude in Canada. .Take the instance 
of Sir Robert Borden. His name will 
go down in history as the great leader 
of the people of Canada during the 
past five trying years, and one of the 
able statesmen of the world. Yet 
the Edmonton Bulletin, from which 
we clip the above note, is one of the 
worst yappers at the heels of Cana- 
da’s premier, after having fought one 
of the hardest fights ever put up by a 
Canadian statesman and leader. Shat- 
tered in health, after the mighty 
struggle, he is not given a moment's 


press of the Bulletin class until life 
to him is not worth the living. In- 
gratitude, yes, but Clemenceau, Lloyd 
George, Wilson and Borden will all 
live in history long after their critics 
have been forgotten. |

and blogd hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which is in heav- 
en." (Matt. 16: 15-17). 

From the beginning of Jesus’ public 
ministry until its close, one of the chief 
points on which he was attacked was 
his teaching that Christ is the Son of 
God. In the temptation ut the’ begin- 
ning of his public career, this was the 
first point that the tempter assailed: 
“If thou be the Son of God * * *” 
(See Matt. 4: 3-6), Throughout his 
entire healing ministry, and at his 
trial, we find the same assault in var- 
ious guises. Finally, when he was on 
the cross, we hear the same old taunt: 
“If thou be the Son of God, come down 
from the cross.” (Matt. 27: 40). 

The reason that this point was so 
flercely assailed ‘by his opponents is 
not far to seek, nor difficult to under- 
stand. It was his conscious sonship 
with God, his unity with God, that 
enabled him to utilize the divine power 
to heal the sick and cast out evil. It 
is this same understanding that con- 
fers the healing power in Christian 
Science. The lack of this understand- 
ing and of its practical application has 
for centuries deprived the churches .of 
Christian healing. Christian Science 
has restored this understanding and 
the healing power that goes with it. 
Thus we are learning what the Apostle 
John meant when-he wrote: “Beloved, 
now are we the sons of God.” (1 John 
3:2). 

Christian Scientists do not defy san- 
itary laws, as the gentleman intimates. 
Christian Scientists have, it is true, 
been freed from some of the fears that 


beset many who do not understand 
Christian Science. But :so far as 
sanitation is concerned, Christian 


Soientists would like to see a far high- 
er standard than is now observed. 
Christian Scientists are conscientious 
in obeying the laws relating to con- 
tagious casés. Medical health officers 
quite frequently testify to this fact. 
Throughout her writings, Mrs. Eddy 
enjoins obedience to the laws of the 
land. This is in accordance with the 
spirit and the letter of Christ Jesus’ 
teachings: “Render unto Ceesar the 
things that are Ceesar's; and unto God 
the things that are God's.”
